Managua. The government of 
national reconstruction In Nica- 
ragua has again urged the US 
administration to start talks on 
settling bilateral relations. Dur- 
ing his recent meeting with 
Slats Department officials 
Nicaraguan Ambassador to the 
USA, Fiallos, stressed the 
need Tor the earliest possible 
dialogue to promote peace and 
stability lo Central America, 
confirming Ills country's pro- 
posals [or holding such laths 
in Mexico. 


The Nicaraguan ambassador 
emphatically condemned the US 
part tn subversive acts against 
Nicaragua, specifically pointing 
to tho existence on the US ter- 
ritory of military camps train- 
ing Sonjpza counter-revolution- 
ary gangs for aggression against 
Nicaragua. He further demanded 
to put an end to overnights ot 
hts country by US spy planes, 
describing them as a crude 
violation of In tor national legal 


CYRUS VANCE ON REAGAN'S SPEECH 


Washington, Former US Sec- 
retary of State Cyrus Vance lias 
commented on Lha recent foreign 
policy statement Issued by pres- 
ident Reagan. Vanco said that it 
was his Impression that tha Rea- 
gan administration (lid not 
understand tho forces that 
shaped the world today, and 
much less so the forces which 
would shape It ton to trow. The 
LfS administration still appears lo 
ho utterly Incapable of replacing 
its vlnifnnt rhetoric vIs-A-vls 
US-Soviet relations by a more 
balanced approach. The position 
it has adopted Is responsible for 
the unprecedented credibility gap 
now characteristic of American 
relations across Iho ocean, 

Vanco believes (hat relations 
between Iho United States and 
tha Soviet Union should be pur- 
sued on a long-term basis re- 
gardless oi changes in administ- 


ration or In public opinion. We 
in the West should think about 
our relations with the Soviet 
Union in terms of decades rather 
than on a year-to-year basis, he 
stressed. 

Vance spoke in favour of a 
continuation of tho process, 
launched at tho Helsinki Con- 
ference in 107ft. for security In 
Europe and tho development of 
East-West cooperation on a mu- 
tually beneficial basis. Ho war- 
ned Iho United States against at- 
tempts to play the "Chinese 
card" against tho Soviet Union. 
We arc responsible for travelling 
half of the way to ensure an ag- 
reement wllh tho Soviet Union 
in thoso areas where our inter- 
ests coincide, the former Secre- 
tary of State noted. The world 
is loo small to allow America 
and Ihe Soviet Union to revert 
tn cold war, or even to some- 
thing worse.

In 
America, more and more voices 
are heard calling tor a seriously 
prepared meeting between the 
leaders of the two great powers. 
Such a meeting should give a 
start to normalization of the 
present International situation," 
concluded Paul Moore.

Report on Sooth African Invasion of Angola 


Now York. The Reagan ad- 
ministration which has always 
supported Pretoria, united the 
hands of the South Africon 
racists enabling them to escalate 
their aggression against in- 
dependent African states. Such 
Is the main conclusion of the 
report on the South African In- 
vasion of Angola, distributed 
here by the Special UN Com- 
mittee Against Apartheid.

An interesting archaeoiogis al 
find, dating back to palaeolithic 
time,, lias been unearthed aL a 
construction site for a steel 
plant in the south-western So- 
viet republic or Moldavia. 

■Some unusual slones protrud- 
ing from the ground looking 
like the teeth of a gigantic 
animal as well as a piece ol 
lu&k caught Lhe attention of 
bulldozer operators. Archaeolog- 
ist, from the institute of Zoo- 
logy and Physiology ol the re- 
publican Academy of Sciences 
confirmed ihe petrified remains, 
found at a depth of five metres, 
a, belonging lo a mammoth.

New projects 
discussed 

The Sovlet-Norwegian Inter- 
governmental Commission on 
Economic, Industrial, Scientific 
and Technical Cooperation has 
held Its 9th session la Oslo, On 
the whole, the commission noted, 
there had been a positive devel- 
opment in trade and economic 
links batween the two countries 
over the post few years. In 1961, 
there had been a considerable in- 
crease In the volume ol Sovlet- 
Norwegian trade, which was now 
worth nearly 148 million roubles. 

The commission discussed spe- 
cific projects In Soviet-Norwegl- 
an cooperation, including pos- 
sible mutual deliveries of metal- 
lurgical equipment and of Nor- 
wegian plant for the construction 
of gas and oil pipelines; coopera- 
tion in computers; In syatams foi 
processing Information and In 
management; as well ns coopera- 
tion in fishing, navigational and 
other types of equipment for 
fishing boats. 

Also examined wore possibil- 
ities for Joint work In developing 
oil and gas fields on tho conti- 
nental shelf. While the meeting 
was In progress, a number of 
contracts were signed for Ihe de- 
livery to the Soviet Union of 
Norwegian marine equipment.
